In recording the athletic achievements of our school teams, the individual 
efforts of participating seniors cannot be overlooked. They have written a glorious 
chapter into the annals of Weequahic sports. The sacrifices and hardships they 
underwent, not only during actual contests, but in daily, grueling practices, is a 
testament to their high caliber. It is proper, therefore, that we record their feats 
in our Legend so that in years to come, we can recapture more easily the thrilling 
moments they have afforded us. 


Alvin Lubetkin has probably been one of the greatest athletes ever to walk 
through the corridors of our school. Small in stature but possessing a body of 
steel, Al was already playing stellar varsity football in his freshman year, when he 
received his first of four letters. His outstanding achievements on the gridiron as 
a deceptive, speedy halfback have not gone unnoticed, as he made All-City in 
"49, 50, and '51, and All-County and All-State in 51.
